ENATORS APPLAUD 
BELGIAN MISSION. 


SUFFERINGS ARE DESCRIBED 
BY BARON MONCHEUR, 


Head of Delegation Declares His 
Gratitude for Assistance Ren-~ 
dered by United States and Looks 
for Deliverance Eventually from 
the Yoke of Germany. 


{BY A. Day WIRR) 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 
Belgian mission was received today 
in the Senate chamber with a great 
demonstration. An address by Baron 
Moncheur,, head of the mission, ex- 
pressing Belgium's gratitude for 
America’s aid and sympathy, was 
punctuated with frequent applause. 
Afterward all Senators were intro- 
duced to members of the mission. 

The Baron addressed the Senate 
as follows: 

“You all know the unspeakable 
evile which have befallen my up- 
fortunate country——the unprovoked

NADEQUATE TRANSPORTATION. 
While the members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission are hesitating be- 
tween the call of duty and that of political 
expediency, the industry of the country is 
suffering from stagnation. The transconti- 


nental railways have applied to the com- 


mission for an increase in rates equivalent 
to the present increased cost of operation. 
The usual sufface clamor is going up about 
the wicked corporations, and the members 
of the commission seem to fear to act. 
While they are vacillating the railways are 
making no unusual capital expenditures to 
increase their transportation facilities; and 
the inevitable result is that, in place of the 
railroads expanding to meet the increased 
production, the industry of the country is 
held within the narrowing limits of tnade- 

quate railway service. 
There has been a great parade of the 
fact that the gross revenue of the railways 
Was $225,000,000 more for March, 1917, than 
for the same month last year. This would 
appear to indicate that the railways were 
sufficiently prosperous and that higher rates 
are unnecessary. But those who are ex- 
ploiting these figures fall to add that the 
net revenue of the railways was $9,000,000 
less for March this year than for March. 
1916. This net loss In revenue has caused 
a sharp decline in railway securities: there 
is no money available for branch lines and 
additional rolling stock; while many of the 
big financial interests are disposing of their 
railway stocks and bonds to invest in more 
profitable securities.

while the restrictions which they have 


placed about railway operation makes rail- 
way expansion impossible. 

To decline to advance railway rates at 
this time is an admission on the part of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission that the 
rates imposed before the war were too 
high. But the commission was responsible 
for those rates; its annual reports asseg 
that the rates were so fixed as to give the 
companies a reasonable, and only a rea- 
sonable, profit on their investment. Gov- 
ernment reports disclose that the cost of 
operation and maintenance for the railways 
has increased at least 35 per cent. 'in three 
years. There has been no increase in rates; 
an increase of $225,000,000 in revenue has 
been all consumed in additional expense 
and an extra $9,000,000 along with it. If 
there is to be any increased transportation 
facilities to care for the necessary increased 
production at the present time, either the 
government must furnish the money for 
improvements or it must permit the

HUNGER AND HOOVER. :

Our insistent stomachs, they can 
dominate our hearts, our minds, our 
very souls. We can get along with- 
out mental nourishment; we can get 
along without love; we can get 
along without spiritual resources, 
but never a one of us can get along 
without food for our tyrannical 
stomachs. And, having no food, all 
others forms of nourishment count 
for naught. 

Even here in the affluent United 
States, where every other pefson re- 
signedly confesses to that most un- 
romantic of all complaints, “stomach 
trouble” (which is invariably a re 
sult of indiscriminate éating, over 


eating, nay, plain glut- 
tony) we are not so surfeited buat 


those of us who have not bad « 
healthy appetite for years;. who 
have to tempt our jaded palates 
with expensive e delicacies, 
dread a possible fu in which

cations with mortal fear. Hunger 
is the Napoleonic bogey to the 
world, the great cosmic enemy. 

To have shivered on the brink of 
starvation; to have been so despair- 
ingly hungry that our last vestige 
of refinement oozes out from our fin- 
ger tips and there is nothing we 
would not stoop to to get food for 
our stomachs; to find every . fiber 
of our being, our every thought and 
hope and desperate longing concen- 
trated on potential food is to have 
passed through one of life’s most 
tremendous experiences. One may 
have been spirituelle, lofty-minded, 
ultra-refined, superbly intellectual; 
but grim hunger can transform one 
into a ferocious beast of prey. 

Twice in my life I have known 
what real hunger means—dreadful 
despairing hunger that dwarfed all 
other issues in life. 

And I never sit down to an affiu- 
ent meal now without recalling 
those dread days. Grace before 
meals is no vain repétition to me. 

“For what we are about to re 
ceive, O Lord, makes us truly 
thankful, for Jesus’ sake, Amen.” 
A grim little party of us once said 
that brief prayer in the desert in 
South Africa when the meal we 
were about to partake was the car- 
cass of a dead mule—and we said it 
from the bottom of our overflowing 
hearts. And a mile away there was 
a prosperous Boer farm, * radiant 
with plenteons food. The Boer pro- 
prietor, who hated all rooineks 
(Britishers) with a mighty hatred, 
had denied us food at the point of a 
gun, scorned our gold which we 
held out to him, laughed at our 
plight with hellish laughter and 
only allowed us one bag of water 
(about a gallon) for our party of 
five whites and six kaffirs, and none 
for our oxen. Fifty miles further 
on there was another farm—but 
who of us could walk fifty miles on 
an empty stomach—empty fortwo 
days already. And ofr oxen, with- 
out water for two days, how could 
they hope to accomplish the jour 
ney? And how could we know the 
next farm would not treat us the 
same? 

And then we found the dead 
mule—obviously newly dead—since 
the vultures had not yet come. 

The other occasion was when we 
were wrecked off Teneriffe in so 
stormy a sea that we could not be 
rescued for two days. There was a 
Cabinet Minister of lofty lineage in 
our boat, with refined women, strong 
men. The first day’s fortitude was 
all that it should be—but after that 
came that all-pervading ferocious 
hunger. None of us can ever te 
member that second day without a 
shudder. And when they took us 
into Madeira and spread us « ban- 
quet at Government Honse with all 
haste there was no waiting for grace 
before meals, just plain animal fe- 
rocity, ghastly, terrifying voracious- 
ness. But the grace we said after that 
meal was as mighty a thanksgiving 
as would have done credit to an 
enslaved nation brought to freedom. 

After such -experience one . can 
smile ummoved at Hoover's admont- 
tion to a nation to “eat soupbones.” 
So long as there are soupbones to 
eat we are rich, wealthy, luxurious. 
When he pleads to the housewives 
to economize and sets forth suita- 
ble artless economies in the guise 
of heroic martyrdom one can smile 
for radiant joy that martyrdom ifs so 
easy, so pleasant. We are not asked 
to go short of anything, only not to 
make pigs of ourselves. We are 
dented nothing but waste, that's all. 

And yet we hear fervent pacifists 
talking of the “suffering” and 
“hardships” to which the war hgs 
brought us. Suffering! Hardships! 
We don’t know the meaning of the 
words. We who are still eating 
chocolate cake and strawberry short- 
cake and ice cream and fried chick- 
en and asparagus and artichokes 
and eggs and bacon and beef and 
lamb—while thousands of little chil- 
dren ate subsisting on one pitifully 
inadequate meal a day in France 
and Belgium. While food is being 
doled out to whole families like pre- 
clous gold. While infants are dying 
by the thousand because thelr 
wretched undernourished mothers 
produce worthless milk. How dare 
we talk of suffering who have never 
even been hungry—a nation which 
suffers from 
through overeating? A nation whose 
“society’ racks tts brains to 
tempt the appetites of those who 
are not hungry at dinner parties? 
A nation that, in a crisis, has to be 
taught economical cookery.for the 
first time in fifty years. A nation 
whose cook books have been dis- 
carded in every other country as 
too extravagant. A nation that 
heaps jam on the top of butter on 
the same piece of bread. A nation 
that has to be reminded not to 
throw its superfluous food in the 
garbage can.
